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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Firstly, the rejected claims do not recite a percent 
conversion, so the degree of conversion done by the prior art, reads on the claims. Secondly, it is obvious to substitute one alkaline 
stabilizing agent for another. Thirdly, the 'neutralization' done by the prior art is considered to be a chemical reaction and therefore the 
Applicants argument that there is no reaction is not persuasive. The Applicants remarks do not address the obviousness of the 
substitution of magnesium compound for the sodium or calcium compound. No comparison is presented in the Declaration The prior art 
has described all the steps claimed in the instant generic claim. The arguments for the presence of excess of alkaline stability are not 
persuasive because of the "comprising" claim language. It is not necessary that the prior art identify the specific reactions obtainable and 
therefore the Declaration that presents arguments of the failure of the prior art to result in a specific reaction is not accompanied with 
scientific data and results that would allow the Examiner to evaluate the allegations made in the Declaration. 
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
